Only one bank in Omaha and South
Omahs haa annotinesd that 1t will re-
eslve & shars of the FI0.000,000 apportion-
meént of the federal funds which the
Treasury department will dintribute
among the national banks of the coun-’
try. The City Natlienal bank has nsked
for an additional §25.000 It now has about
350,000 and with the addition will make it
a depository for §75,000,

Locmnl bankers say thers (s no profit
in government funds Jossph H. Millard
lof the Omaha National bank says he
in “In the notlon of giving up the F200,000
hia bank mow holds
“There s no money In It.” he sald,
“and we're about in the notlon of giv-
ing up the whole business.''
